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             The Frankfort Sewer Department recently  
installed a new Parshall Flume for measuring flow 
from the plant.  During the recent upgrade of the plant, 
our old flume was removed.  A meter was installed in 
the effluent discharge pipe as a temporary measuring 
device until the new flume could be installed.  The  
project was designed and construction oversight  
provided by HMB Professional Engineers. 
              The Parshall Flume is a flow measuring devise 
that meets the requirements of the State Division of 
Water and will provide a simple and efficient method 
of measuring the discharge from the wastewater  
treatment plant.  The new flume has an electronic  
sensing devise that measures the height of the flow 
across a weir and transmits the data back to the control 
room.  The information is then used to calculate the 
flow of water across the weir.  In the event of a power 
failure, a manual measurement can be made at the weir 
and the discharge can be calculated manually utilizing 
the weir characteristics.  This is part of our ongoing 
efforts to upgrade and improve the efficiency of the 
wastewater treatment plant.  The photograph to the 
right shows the flow across the weir. 
              If you know of any groups that would be  
interested in a tour of the wastewater treatment plant, 
please have them call to arrange a visit.  We encourage 
school groups and others to come to the facility and 
learn about what happens to the water that disappears 
down the drain in their homes and the positive impact 
the treatment plant has on the Kentucky River.

   On April 1, 2004, the Sewer Department is  
implementing new Standard Detail Sheets for both 
gravity sewers and pump stations.  These new 
standards will be required for all new sanitary 
sewer construction plans submitted after April 1.  
Available in paper or electronic format, copies of 
the new detail sheets can be obtained from the 
Sewer Department by calling 502-875-2448. 

   Effective April 1, 2004, an Application Form 
for Plan Review is required with all sanitary sewer 
construction plan submittals.  The purpose of the 
form is to provide the Department with basic  
information for our files. Currently, the application 
form is available only from the Department in  
paper format.  Our goal is to have the form placed 
in the City of Frankfort’s web site for downloading.
